Following are the resolutions that were

Resolved, first, by the city executive com-

ing officers: Two aldermen at large, one

WHISKY DECLINES FOUR CENTS

Distillery Company of America 
Makes a Cut in Prices. 


Peoria, Ill., September 1.—On the board 
of trade today whisky was quoted at $1.22 
a gallon, this price being on the basis of 
finished goods. Inasmuch as the market 
has practically stood at $1.26 on the same 
basis for over a year, the sudden decline 
of 4 cents is not only sensational, but is 
regarded as very significant. 

It is the trust product that ts quoted 
on the Peoria board, so the change is au- 
thorized by the Distilling Company of 
America, the gigantic combination of all 
the trust houses recently formed. 

While those men who are directly iden- 
tifled with the affairs of the trust are 
not disposed to admit, a number of prom- 
inent commercial men, who keep in close 
touch with the whisky market. say this 
sudden movement means the beginning of 
a hard fight with the independent houses. 
It the past year the whisky market has 
seen some slight fluctuations, but a de- 
cline of 4 cents has not happened for a 
long time. In fact, it is such a decided 
innovation that the board of trade men, 
and more particularly the distillers, are 
making it their chief topic of conversa- 
tion. 

Commercial men not personally inter- 
ested do not hesitate in giving the opin- 
ion that the price is cut by the trust in 
order to compete with the independents, 
or, in other words, the independent 
houses have made such sacrifices in order 
to cut into the trust’s business that the 
latter is compelled to quote less prices to 
Tetain its patrons.

PARDONS FOR CONVICTS. 


GOVERNOR OF ALABAMA RE- 
LEASES SEVERAL NEGROES. 


One of Them a Man Who Cheated 
the State in Returning 
His Taxes. 


Montgomery, Ala., September 1.—Spe- 
cilal.)—The governor today granted a par- 
don to a negro who,a few days ago, show- 
ed a courage and devotion to duty not 
usually found in a man who Is serving 
a term for burglary. According to the 
report of the president of the convict 
board, the negro, Hab Martin, was serv- 
ing in the capacity of a trusty and had 
the management of the bloodhounds. 
He was a one-armed man. A few days 
ago another convict, a negro, escaped. 
Martin gave chase, overtook the escape 
and grappled with him. The other negro 
stabbed him twice, inflicting dangerous 
wounds, but Martin persisted in the 
chase until he had effected the fleeing 
negro’s capture, For his gallant con- 
duct the executive caused a full and free 
pardon to issue ‘to him. 

On another pardon the governor made 
this endorsemeat: ‘“‘The defendant was 
convicted and sentenced to the peniten- 
tiary for two years for perjury, in trying 
to evade taxation to the amount of a 
few dollars. At this rate many offend- 
ers would have to serve a lifetime sen- 
tence who escape entirely.”’ 

Will Lake, who was convicted of bur- 
glary and larceny in Mobile county and 
sentenced to four years, has served 
three years, has been crippled for life in 
the mines and Ahe governor has paroled 
him, conditioned on his good behavior. 

Ernest Pfeil, ¢convicted of grand larceny 
in Cullman county and sentenced to two 
years, has gone crazy and was pardoned 
today.

DEBT SHOWS BIG DECREASE. 


Monthly Statement of the Condition 
of the National Treasury. 
Washington, September 1.—The monthly 


| Statement of the publie debt shows that 


at the close of business August 31, 1899, 
the debt less cash jin the treasury amount- 
ed to $1,157,306,555, a decrease as compared 


with last month of $4,281,116. This de- 
erease is accounted for by a corres- 
ponding increase in the eash on hand. 


The debt is recapitulated as follows: 

Interest bearing debt $1,046,018.550: debt 
on which interest has increased since ma- 
turity $1,215,,10; debt bearing no interest 
$389, 395, 427; total $1,436,659, 427. This 
amount, however, does not include $601,- 
443,203 in certificates and treasury notes 
outstanding which are offset by an equal 
amount of cash on hand. 

The cash in the treaury fs classified as 
follows: 

Gold $317,446,960; silver $505,059.814; paper 
bonds, deposits in national 


$962,379,882, against which there are de- 
mand liabilities outstanding amounting 
to $683,027,010, leaving a net cash balance 
on hand of $279.352.872. The net gold in 
the treasury today was §$248,757.971, the 
largest amount in the history of the gov- 
ernment and an increase of $877,370 over 
yesterday. 

Gold certificates so far withdrawn from 
the several sub-treasuries in exchange 
for gold coin amounts to $38,004,910.

It could and would 
have been avoided by a clear and positive dec- 
laration of policy in accordance with Amerl- 
can Ideas, but now ¢hat it has been precipli- 
tated, it should be carried vigorously to a 
conclusion. The Filipinos attacked the flag 
in ignorance of Avynertcen purposes, but in 
all ages men have had to pay dearly for 
certain form of ignorance. The Filipinos are 
paying fhe price of tt now, and will continue 
ftto do so as long as they are in arms against 
the flag which, to thera, as well as to our own 
people, should stan@ for the symbol of free- 
dom.

A BOOKMAN’S LETTER 
AND ITS SUGGESTIONS 


A 


In & Tecent article in The Constitution i 
spoke of McPherson's book store, estab- 
lished here in 1859 and Gestroyed by fire 
in 1864, during the siege. 

Among other things, I said that “it 
was an ideal book store, carrying a bet- 
ter and more extensive line of standard 
literature than has been seen in any 
store in the south Atlantic states since 
the war.”’ 

Naturally, this surprised many of my 
younger readers, and one of them, 4 
bright and enterprising book dealer, has 
written me a letter, in the course of 
which he says: 

“I do not wish to detract 
from any praise that you can give the old 
bookmen. They deserve all the praise 
for beginning the literary culture of the 
city. But is your statement entirely 
correct? I have been told by prominent 
bookmen and those up in literature that 
while the Richards & MoPherson book 
store was a most excellent one In many 
respects, they dealt more in the older 
books, and was what might be called ‘an 
old book store;’ also that they did not 
make a specialty of the’ standard works 
nor keep in touch with current thought. 
Don't you think you have been a little 
unjust to the present bookmen of At- 
lanta?”’ 

Some of the present bookmen of cur 
city deserve great credit for their judg- 
nent, taste and enterprise, and their suc- 
cess makes it evident that they are mect- 
ing the wants of the public. If James 
McPherson lived in these times he would 
doubtless accept the new conditions, and 
conduct his business in accordance with 
the fashions and requirements of today. 

but he was a southerder of the old 
south, He did not establish an “old book 
store’ here, because there was no de- 
mand for one at that time. He knew the 
tastes, opinions and prejudices of his 
people, and therefore he made a specialty 
of standard literature, and “kept in touch 
with current thought, when it did not 
antagonize our conservative religious and 
political beliefs. 

“Prominent bookmen and those up In 
literature’ may differ with me, but very 
few representatives of either class who 
were familiar with McPherson's book 
store are now living—certainly, only one 
prominent bookman, and the literary peo- 
ple of that era who are still with us 
probably find that they are not able at 
their advanced age to clearly recall the 
matters of say forty years ago.

The cultured people of the old south 
had their own ideas about standard lit- 
erature, and they ruled out many works 
which were called standard in other sec- 
tlons. 

The bookman of 1860 in a southern city 
kept a few copies of the up-to-date books, 
but he had a large stock of those works 
which had been recognized as standard 
for generations. 

There was a demand then for the works 
of the latest poets and story’ writers, 
books of satence, theology, travel, history 
and biography, but the old English poets 
and prose writers were read by old and 
young in every home, and the new publi- 
cations never displaced them. 

The scholarly reader of those days 
would find many of his old standard fa- 
yorites in the present Atlanta book stores, 
but he would miss quite a number, and 
after surveying the field he would be 
forced to the conclusion that what is 
now called a large steck of standard 
books would not have ft much of a 
fleure forty years ago, and he would also 
Vigorously declare that some of the so- 
called standard books of today have 
wrongly classed. 
A bookman like McPherson Kept a large

Attorney Genera] Terrell was presentad 
yesterday morning with a claim fcr $90,000 
against the state cf Georgia by the coun- 
sel for George H. Penficld, of Washing- 
ten. 

The alleged claim against the state is 
an old one, and while it has never been 
presented before, far as the present 
officials are informed, the debt was sup- 
pored to hava been contracted shortly 
before the secession of Georgia from the 
union.. The communication from thea 
Washington attorney was to the effect 
that his client, George. H. Penfield, had 
sold the state of Georgia arms and am- 


sO 


munition to the amount of $90,000, and 
that his claim for this sum had been 


adjudicated in his favor. 
The letter indicated that Penfield was 
under the impression that the next legis- 


lature would appropriate money § suffi- 
cient to meet this ciaim, 
Attorney Genera] Terrell was highly 


amused at the nature of the claim al- 
leged to be held against the state. He 
stated that, so far as he knew, the state 
wight have owed Penfield $90,000 for arms, 
but that, under the constitution of the 
United States,’ it was impossible to col- 
lect such a debt at the present time. 

Colonel Terrell notifiel Attorney Me- 
grath, of Washington, that no such claim 
as the one referred to had ever been ad- 
judicated by the legislature, and that it 
never would be adjudicated so long as 
the fourteenth amendment to the consti- 
tution remained unchanged. The portion 
of the amendment referring to debts of 
this character is as follows: 

“But neither the United States nor any 
state shall assume or pay any debt or obliga- 
tion incurred in aid of insurrection or rebel- 
jion against the United States or any claim 
for the loss or emancipation of any slave; but 
all such debts, obligations and claims shal} be 
held itegal and void.’’ 

No such claim as the one alleged to be 
held by Penfield has ever been considered 
by the legislature, and certainly none has 
been adjudicated by that body. 

Arms Were Never Received. 

Governor Candler is of the opinion that 
the Penfield contract, on which George 
Penfield is claiming $90,000, was made 
before the state seceded from the union, 
although a superficia] examination of the 
éyecutive minutes of that period does not 
disclose the fact that such a contract was 
ever made. 

Governor Candler was at that time 
familiar with public events, and shortly 
after was a clerk in’the house of repre- 
Sentatives. He stated yesterday that it 
Was his impression, although he had no 
means of verifying it, that the arms re- 
ferred to in the Penfield claim were ac- 
tually purchased from.the claimant in 
New England. However, before the sup- 
ply could be shipped, the state of Georgia 
seceded from the union, and the arms 
Were seized by the federal governinent 
&t One of the ports, since they were con- 
signed to the state of Georgia. 

Alt any rate it is understood the arms. 
never reached the state, and, however 
Willing the legislature might be to meet 
such an obligaiiun in spite of the four- 
teenth amendnicnt to the coastitution, it 
probably could not do so, since the arms 
Were not delivered. 

It is known that the state paid on other 
@casions for erms purchased from and 
Celivered by firms in the north even after 
the passuge of the fourt2enth amendment, 
Which could have be21 legally held to 
invalidate every claim cf such nature. 

The interesting part of the claim re- 
ceived by Attorney General Terrell yes- 
lerday is that when the _ fourteenth 
émendment was passed it was understood 
by the federal government that claims 
against the confederacy and the southern 

lates were held altogether by southern 
People, who gave all they had to secure 
the success of the new government. A 
Prominent official remarked yesterday 
that he was some doubt as 
to whether the amendment would 
have’ passed had it been known at 
the time that northern firms held claims 
against the confederate states as well 
48 southern houses.

CANDLER GRANTS 
ANOTHER TRIAL 


Suit Against W. & A. Is To Bo Heard 
Again, 


VERDICT WAS TOO LARGE

Court Allows a New Trial on This 
Ground Only. 


CASE WAS TRIED DURING THE LAST TERM 


Both Sides Were Represented and It 
Is Expected That Trial Will 
Be Held in Fall. 


—_—_-- 


Judge John 8. Candler has granted a 
rew trial in the case of Allen against 
the Western and Atlantic Kailway Com- 
pany. This new trial has been allowed on 
the ground that the amount awarded the 
plaintiff as damages for the pain and suf- 
fering of her husband fs, in the opinion of 
the court, teo large. 

The case Ws tried during the 
term of the superior court, and the jury 
awarded Mrs. Allen $2,300. Notice of a 
motion for 2 new trial waa immediately 
given by the attorneys representing the 
road, and the nearing was set for August 
984. When the motion came up for hear- 
ing before Judge Candler, no argument 
was heard, end the entire matter was 
left with the court for decision. 

Since that time Judge Candler has had 
the petition for new trial under consider- 
ation, and the official order was placed on 
record yesterday. 

The case is an unusually interesting 
ene, and possesses 4 number of unique 
points. When it came up for trial] in the 
superior court considerable expert testi- 
mony was introduced by both sides. 


History of the Case. 


About two years ago Charles R. Allen 
was employed on the Seaboard Air-Line 
as flagman. One day while his train 
was running on the tracks of the West- 
ern and Atlantic railroad, the engineer 
signaled for trakes and Al‘en looked out 
otf the window to ascertain the cause. 
He was struck, so he claimed, by a blow- 
post on the side of the road, and received 
injuries to his head. 

He then instituted 
against the Western and Atlantic rail- 
way, because it was on the line of this 
company he was injured, claiming that 
the blow-post was too near the track, 
and that he was injured in the discharge 
of his duty. The sult was for a large 
amount, and for pain and suffering and 
for loss of time. 

While this suit was penling he died, 
and his widow, Mrs. Sallie C. Allen, then 
instituted another suit against the same 
company for damages for the loss of her 
husband’s life, claiming he ded as a re- 
sult of the injuries received. This suit 
will prebably come up for trial during 
the fall term.

In this case 1 have carefully exam- 
ined the motion, and have read the 
evidenc? entirely over, and from the 
examination I am satisfled with the 
rulings on the evidence excepted to, 
and on the charge as given. and I 
overrule and deny the motion on the 
grounds numbered from 4 to 21, inclu- 
sive, ani do this because there are 
important law questions made in them, 
one of which has never been made in 
the state, and which I think should 
be passed on by the supreme court. 
That is the question as to whether 
the representative wf the deceased 
can recover damages for his pain and 
suffering, and on the trial of this case 
I held affirmatively, and that this 
question and other questions of law 
made ou reccrd may be decided by our 
highest ccurt, I thus pass on this 
motion. 

I belis7e uncer this evidonce that 
the plaintiff should recover, but I 
think the verdict under the evidence 
and law, which should have been ap- 
plied to it, is too large. From the 
known standing and character of each 
medical witness testifying in this case, 

1 do not believe that Charles R. Allen's 
death was causel by this accident en- 
tirely, nor do I belleve, frem the 
other evidence offered, that he was 
entirely free from fault in the occur- 
rence by which he was injured, and 
hence thisi verdict finding all the cer- 
tain damages provea, and a consider- 
able amount for pain and suffering is, 
in my opinion, excessive; is contrary 
to law and evidence, and should be 
set aside, and on those grounds and 
fcr that reaccn cnly, do I grant a new 
trial in this case. 

A new trial is ordered. This August
